21 . (Previously Presented): A mclhod, in an Tntci net processor, for communicating over 
the Internet, t lie method comprising: 

responsive to receipt oTa signal to transmit information from the Internet 
processor over an established Internet connection, identifying at least one information 
element within the information to be transmitted; 

generating a message, wherein the message presents the at least one information 
element and includes a cancel control for canceling transmission; and 

responsive to selection of the cancel contrul, canceling transmission of the 
information over the established Internet connection. 

22. (Previously Presented); The method of claim 21, wherein the message includes a 
selection control for each information clement disclosed in the message. 

23. (Previously Presented): The method of claim 22, wherein each selection control is 
selected by default. 

24. (Previously Presented): The method of claim 23, further comprising: 

responsive to deselection of a selection control, blocking transmission of the 
information clement corresponding to the deselected selection control 

25. (Previously Presented): The method of claim 22, further comprising: 

responsive to manipulation ofu selection control, blocking transmission of the 
information clement corresponding to the selection control. 

26. (Previously Prose n led): The method of claim 21 5 wherein the message presents the 
address of the Internet server to which Ihc information is to be transmitted. 
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27. (Previously Presented): An apparatus, in an Internet processor, for communicating 
over the Internet, the apparatus comprising: 

means, responsive to receipt of a signal to transmit information from the Internet 
processor over an established Internet connection, for identifying al least one information 
clement within the information io be transmitted; 

means for generating a message, wherein the message presents the at least one 
information clement and includes a cancel control for canceling transmission; and 

means, responsive to selection of the cancel control, for canceling transmission of 
the information over the established Internet connection. 

28. (Previously Presented): The apparatus of claim 27, wherein the message includes a 
selection control for each information clement disclosed in the message. 

29. (Previously Presented); The apparatus of claim 28, wherein each selection control is 
selected by default. 

30. (Previously Presented): The apparatus of claim 29, further comprising: 

means, responsive lo deselection of a selection control, for blocking transmission 
of ITio information clement corresponding to Ihe deselected selection control. 

31 . (Previously Presented): The apparatus of claim 28, further comprising: 

means, responsive to manipulation of a selection control, for blocking 
transmission of the information clement corresponding to the selection control. 

32. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 27, wherein the message presents the 
address of the Internet server to which the information is to be transmitted, 

33. (Previously Presented): A computer program product, in a computer readable 
medium, for communicating over the Internet, the computer program product comprising: 
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instructions, responsive to receipt of a signal to transmit information from the 
Internet processor over an established Internet connection, for identifying at least one 
information element within the information to bo transmitted; 

instructions for generating a message, wherein the message presents the at least 
one information element and includes a cancel control for canceling transmission; and 

instructions, responsive to selection of the cancel control, for canceling 
transmission of the information over the established Internet connection, 

34. (Previously Presented): The computer program product of claim 33, wherein the 
message includes a selection control for each information clement disclosed in the 
message. 

35. (Previously Presented): The computer program product of claim 34, wherein each 
selection control is selected by default. 

36. (Previously Presented): The computer program product of claim 35, further 
comprising: 

instructions, responsive to deselection of a selection control, for blocking 
transmission of the information clement corresponding to the deselected selection 
control. 

37. (Previously Presented): The computer program product of claim 34, further 
comprising: 

instructions, responsive lo manipulation of a selection control, for blocking 
transmission of the information element corresponding to the selection control. 

38. (Previously Presented) The computer program product orclaim 33, wherein the 
message presents the address of the Internet server to which the information is to be 
transmitted, 
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
